ravSgation,  particularly  in  low  wafer,  as  th^y  occa- 
sion a  ?r^3t  many  flio^ls  and  faud  bars.  The  foil  of 
ibafe  ifldads  ib  for  th^  moft  p^rt  very  rich,  /tiis  tia* 
^.3 
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b<r  luxuiiant,  and  the  extent  of  forae  of  them  C0R« 
fiderable.  Where  fruit  trees  have  been  planted  on 
invf  of  Ihcrii,  they  are  foimd  to  thrive  amaaingly,  to 
bear  well,  and  feldom  fail  of  a  crop.  Indeed  this  is 
toe  cafe  wherever  fiuit  trees  have  been  tried  in  aRf 
cf  the  river  bottoms,  the  foi!  of  which  is  very  fimilar 
to  that  of  the  ifl  jads  (hough  not  qaite  fo  fnndy, 

lo  times  of  high  fieflies,  vtfTcls  of  ?Amoii  any  ton- 
nage may  dcfcenJ,  and  it  is  never  fo  low,  but  canoes 
and  other  light  crafts  can  navigate  it.  Many  of  the 
impediments  that  areas  preftnt  met  with  whiie  the 
%vater  13  low,  might  in  a  dry  time  be  got  rid  of,  and 
that  at  not  a  vzvy  confi  ierable  expence  i  at  leaft  the 
cxpence  would  be  by  no  means  adequate  to  the  ad- 
vantages accruing  f.om  the  undertaking,  if  properly 
managed' 

Ilocks  that  now,  during  the  dry  feafon,  obftru<ft  or 
render  dangerous  the  navigision  of  the  large  flit  bot- 
tomed, or  what  aie  called  Kentu'  ky  boats,  might  be 
blown,  even  a  confi  ierable  depth  under  water  ;  chan- 
nels m'ght  be  made  through  the  riffl?':^  and  thefnaga 
and  the  fallen  timber  along  the  banks  entirely  re  • 
moved. 

Thefe  improvernen's  together  with  noany  othf ra 
that  rriight  be  ensimf^afed  will  undoubtedly,  fooner 
or  later,  be  carried  into  s  fftd,  as  they  appear  to  be 
a  national  concern  of  the  firft  importance.  In  the 
mean  time  feme  general  inllrudions  refpe^ing  the 
prefent  nav'gition,  cannot  but  be  found  very  ufefu'l 
to  thofe  defending  the  river,  and  who  are  unac« 
quainted  both  as  to  the  manner  in  which  this  voyage 
ifi  to  be  undertaken,  a?  a!fo  with  the  nature  and 
c^iunnel  of  ihc  dlif^rent  rivers, 
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I  N  S  T  R  U  C  T  T  O  N  3. 

THE  ftrft  thing  to  be  attent'ed  to  by  emigrants  or 
traders  wanting  to  defceiiu  the  i  i?er,  is  to  pro- 
cure a  boat,  to  be  ready  fo  as  to  take  advantant;  of 
the  times  of  fiaod?  and  to  be  c^refu*  that  the  boat  be 
a  good  one  ;  for  many  of  the  acci>:ents  that  bspptB 
in  navigating  the  Ohio  and  M  ffiffippi,  are  cwin^  to 
the  unpardonable  carekflTuefs  or  pe- urionfnefs  of  the 
boat  builder,  ^ho  will  htqnently  fight  bis  work,  or 
m-ike  it  of  ir.jared  plank  ;  in  eithtr  cafe  putting  the 
lives  and  properties  of  a  grcit  many  people  at  mani- 
ftft  hazard  This  egregious  piece  of  nilfconJuifl  ftiouM 
long  before  this  time  have  been  re<ft!fifd»*  by  the 
appointment  of  a  boat  infpedor  at  different  piacts 
on  the  MonongaheJa.  Bat  as  this  hns  never  been 
done,  it  bJiovcs  cve^^y  perfon  purchaiing  Kentucky 
boatg,  vchich  is  the  fort  here  aUuded  to,  to  get  ihem 
narrowly  examined  before  the  embajkation,  by  per- 
form who  may  know  a  little  of  the  flrcngtb  and  form 
of  a  boat  fuitable  for  a  vayage  of  i\m  k  nd.  He 
mu^  slfo  remember  this,  that  a  boat  deftincd  for  the 
Mifiiflippi,  requires  to  be  much  ftrorger  timbered, 
flnd  fomewhit  difTercDtly  conrtruAcd,  from  one  de. 
fijined  on'y  to  defcend  the  Ohio. 

Flat  bottom  boats  for  the  Ohio  and  M'ffdippi  na- 
vigation, may  be  procured  almoft  any  where  alori.^ 
the  Monongahela  river,  sind  in  fome  places  on  the 
Youghiogheny  ;  very  fcwasytt  are  built  on  theAl* 
l(gheny,  ati  the  chief  places  of  emh^skition  are  con- 
fined to  the  Monongihela  and  Ohio.  Keel  boats 
snd  vefiels  of  bnrden  sre  alfo  built  at  Brownfviile, 
Elzibethtown,  M'Kcefpon,  Perryflown,  JPit'fburgh, 
and  probably  at  other  places  on  the  Monongabcla 
and  Ohio-

lacblan  ifii'geg,  fiorn  whence  the  rivers  and  creeks 
that  fuppiy  the  Monongahela  proceed,  during  the 
Xumcaer  months  ;  a,  fwrelling  of  the  currents  ot  the 
AllCjiheny  and  other  rivers  fometimes  alfo  happen, 
and  occafton  afufficient  fuppiy  of. water,  dnrinp  the 
fame  period  to  render  the  navigation  of  the  Ohio  per* 
fediy  eligible.  Thefe  frefhes  however  are  not  to  be 
depended  on,  ^nd  when  they  o-jcur,  rr*«!Kbe  taken 
immediate  advantage  of,  as  the^'watersfubiide  rapidly.

The  banks  of  this  river  f  from  where  it  receives  the 
M.flburi  to  its  mouth,  bting  with  a  few  exception* 
beiow  hit.'ti  water  miib,  an  immcnfe  coLintry 
16  inundated,  when  the  nver  is  in  iis  higheft  liate, 
by  which  thole  extenftve  fwaraps  arc  formed  and  fup^ 
plied,  which  prove  the  nurferies  of  myriajcs  of  muf- 
xjuitces  and  other  infeds  (to  the  no  fmail  inconveni- 
ence of  the  traveller)  and  the  never  failing  fcurce  of 
grievous  difeafes  to  the  inhabitants.  There  ar^  alfu 
fti earns,  which  at  all  times  faliy  forth  from  the  maia 
river  with  aftonifhing  rapidity,  and  whoTe  vorteii 
extends  fome  diftance  into  the  ftream.  Boats  once 
fucked  into  fach  a  buyo  are  next  to  loft,  it  bting 
alftioft  impcfTible  to  force  fo  unwieldy  a  machine  a* 
a  flit  bottomed  boat  agalnft  fo  powerful  a  current. 
It  will  therefore  be  fafeft  for  boats,  never  to  keep 
too  clofe  to  Ihore,  but  to  keep  fome  diftance  out  in 
the  river.  To  avoid  planters  and  fawyers  requires 
nothing  more  but  attention,  tor  they  always  occafion 
a  fmall  breaker  where  ever  ,they  arc,  and  if  your  boat 
feems  to  be  hurried  towards  them,  you  muft  the 
moment  you  perceive  them  row  the  boat  from  them, 
eife  if  you  are  dilatory  you  muft  abide  by  the  conf;;'. 
queuce. 

Wooden  Islands  are  more  dangerous  than  real 
onee,  formed  a  long  time  ago — the  former  being  aa 
tibftacle  lately  thrown  in  the  way  of  the  current,  and 
the  bed  of  the  river  not  having  had  fufficient  time  to 
form  that  bar  or  gradual  afcent  from  the  bottom  of 
the  river  to  the  Ifiand,  which  divides  the  current  at 
foms  diftance  from  the  point  of  the  ifi^ind  above  wa- 

§  In  thofe  places  the  river  generally  depofits  the 
iurplu3  of  foil,  with  which  it  is  charged  from  the 
Tconiinual  cavings  of  the  points,  and  fo  forms  new 
land  on  one  fide  by  deftroying  fome  on  the  other.

NO  inland  town  in  the  United  Slates  can  boaft  of 
a  fuperior  fijuation  to  this,  both  as  to  its  beaii* 
ly,  a8  alfo  with  itfpetfL  to  the  many  advantnges  with 
which  it  is  attended  :  being  delightfully  fi'uated  at 
tbe  head  of  the  Ohio  river,,  en  the  point  of  land 
formed  by  the  jundion  of  the  Ailsgl-^'ny  and  Mo* 
nongahela  rivers  The  fcite  of  ths  old.Fren^-h  garri- 
fon  Du  ^enfci  which  was  taken  by  gener?.!  Forbes 
in  the  ye^r  1758,  is  immediately  at  the  coriDuence  ««f 
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the  two  rivers,  and  commands  an  elegant  view  of 
eachj  as  well  as  of  the  Ohio.  The  Britifh  garrifOta 
Fort  PHt,  fo  called  after  the  late  Earl  of  Chathara, 
and  ereded  adjacent  to  the  former,  higher  up  on  the 
Monongahela,  was  formerly  a  place  of  fome  confe" 
qnence  in  the  annals  of  frontier  fettlements,  but  fell 
into  decay  on  its  being  given  up  by  its  foirnders.— 
Being  included  in  one  of  the  manors  of  the  Pehn 
family,  it  was  fold  by  the  proprietaries,  and  now 
mak^s  a  part  of  the  town  of  Piftlburgh,  and  is  laid 
out  in  town  loto  Fort  Fayette,  built  a  very  few 
years  fmce,  is  alfo  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  or 
the  bank  of  the  Allegheny  i  a  garrifon  is  at  prefent 
kept  here,  and  for  the  moft  part,  is  made  head  quar* 
lers  for  the  Unittd  States'  army. 

The  local  fituation  of  this  town  is  fo  very  com» 
manding,  that  it  has  been,  emphatically  called  the 
Key  to  the  VVeftern  Country;  and  its  natural  one 
is  peculiarly  handfome.  BieiTed  as  it  is  wfth  nume- 
rous advantages,  there  is  nothing  furprifing  in  its 
having  encreafed  rapidly  within  a  few  years  pad.— It 
contains  near  400  dwelling  houfes,  many  of  them 
large  and  elegantly  built  with  brick  ;  and  about  aooo 
jniiabitants.  It  abounds  v/ith  mechanics  that  carry 
on  moft  of  the  diffevent  manufaftmes  that  are  to  be 
met  with  in  any  other  part  of  the  United  States  » — 
and  contains  near  40  retail  ftores,  all  of  v;hich  fcem 
continually  bufy.  It  is  here  where  moft  of  the  goods 
waggoned  over  the  mountains  in  fpring  rwd  fash  and 
deftined  for  the  Kentuckey  and  Kew  Orleans  'radej 
are  brought  to  be  ready  k-)T  embarkation. 

Many  valuable  Manufadories  have  been  eftablinied 
in  this  place  very  lately  J  among  which  are,  thole  of 
glafs,  nails,  tobacco,  die — The  manufacture  of  glafs 
J8  carried  on  exteniively,  and  of  an  excelitnt  quality  ; 
Two  glafs  woiks  have  been  eredted,  the  one  for  the 
courfer  kind  of  glafs  has  been  doing  bufmefs  for  forrye 
time  ;  the  other  for  the  finer  glaib  i?  about  to  be  put 
in  motion.  This  m^nufadlory  m?7  be  reckoned  a- 
snong  the  fiift:  that  is  of  theutmoft  importance  to  this 
country  ;  and  mulL  confcquenily  prove  an  immenfe 
faving  to  it— It  richly  merits  all  that  confideratioiJ 
jujftiy  ,<Jue.from  aa  enlightened  p<;ople^ 
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Ship  building  in  and  near  Uiis  place  deferves  no- 
tice— feveral  are  now  on  the  flocks  at  this  place,  and 
one  a  fma'.i  diftance  up  the  Allegheny  river  was 
lately  launched,  of  i6®  tuna  burden, 

I  think  we  may  fay,  without  being  prefuraed  to 
boaft,  that  there  is  no  place  in  the  Uni::ed  State*, 
whofe  inhabitanta  enjcy  better  health  than  thofe  of 
PittCburgh  ;  notwithfianding  our  frequent  changea 
of  weather.— H-»ving  this  invaluable  bkffing,  with 
many  other  peculiir  advantages,  nothing  ought  to 
prevent  their  becoming  an  opulent  and  happy  people.

fituatioH,  and  the  tiniverfally  acknowledged 
snduftry  of  the  New-Englanders,  by  whom 
the  town  and  lands  within  the  purchale  are 
chiefly  fettled  The'inhabitants  of  Marietta 
are  among  the  firft  who  have  exported  ihe 
produce  of  the  Ohio  country,  in  vefiels  of 
their  own  building.  'The  firft  attempt  was 
made  laft  fpring  with  a  brig  of  abcut  eighty 
tons  burden,  bound  for  Jamaica  and  com- 
manded by  the  old  and  well  known  comrao- 
dore  V^^'hspple.  The  fuccefs  which  has  at-' 
tended  that  voyage,  has  roufcd  the  fpirit  of 
enterprize  among  the  wealthier  clafs,  fo  that 
there  are  now  three  veflels  building  at  that 
place— one  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  tons 
is  in  great  forwardnefs.  It  is  a  poft  town  and 
has  a  printing  prefs,  which  iflues  a  weekly 
paper.

becomes  dangerous.    There  arc  three  chan.

paff^s ;  the  priQcipal  one  U  ncareft  the  N. 
W.  tfjoit  i  \i}i  middle  next  bcft  ;  that  next 
the  tcwr«  fA'  Lcuiiville  ia  dry  a  confiderablr 
part  of  the  >.jr.  The  principal  laodiog 
place  is  tb.  t  a:  the  mouth  of  Bear  grafs  creek 
which  ccme3  in  a  little  above  the  rapids,  and 
ia  order  to  make  good  the  landing  there, 
boats  fliould  be  kept  t  :fj  to  the  Kentucky 
fhore  for  the  diftjttce  of  two  miles  aMre  the 
town  of  Louifville,  which  may  be  feen  eight 
or  nine  miles  before  you  come  to  if. 

A  pilot,  for  the  fafe  conducting  of  boats 
through  thofe  falls,  has  been  regularly  ap- 
pointed by  the  court,  vrho  is  anfwerable  for 
a(i  damages  fuftained  through  his  negledl  or 
bad  management.  The  prices  for  pilotage 
of  boats  of  all  fi^es  are  regulated  by  the 
court. 

A  light  boat  can  pafs  at  all  times  when  div 
rcifted  by  a  fkilful  pilot,  and  if  it  ftiould  be 
found  neccf^ry  to  unload  at  Bear  grafs  and 
reload  again  below  the  rapids,  the  portage  is 
not  a  very  long  one,  being  fcarcely  two  miles. 
A  canal  has  been  talked  of  for  fome  ye^rs 
paft,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  ore  might  be 
made  without  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  to 
counteract  this  great  impediment  to  the  nae 
vigation  of  the  Ohio. 

In  levelling  the  defcent  of  the  rapids,  it 
has  been  found  to  be  ^^  i%  feet  in  two 
miles. 

LOUISVILLE,
